In Santa 
Ana, voters have their pick of two com¬ 
peting initiatives regulating dispensaries, 
Measure CC, backed by OCNorml, and 
Measure BB, a more restrictive plan 
backed by the city.

6 p.m.: Huntington Beach Mayor Pro Tern 
Joe Shaw seems to know he’s heading 
for defeat because hardly anybody seems 
to be voting. “Dear Friends—have you 
voted?” he asks in a Facebook message.

7 p.m.: The GOP has taken over the U.S.

8:10 p.m.: A taquero serves up dinner 
plates to union members and activists 
outside the Anaheim campaign headquar¬ 
ters for Measures L and M. Jubilation 
erupts inside once a UNITE HERE Local 
11 member announces the first returns for 
single-member districting and expanding 
the Anaheim City Council from four to 
six members. Both are heading for major 
victories, thanks to district elections surg¬ 
ing with 71 percent of the vote.

8:50 p.m.: Congressman Ed Royce takes 
the stage at the Republican Party event 
at the Weston South Coast Plaza, speaks 
without much audience response, and 
then goes for the kill, inexplicably yelling, 
“We elected Ronald Reagan!”

8:51 p.m.: A couple of curious election- 
party guests cross the threshold dividing 
the bar from the festival hall to take a peek 
at what’s happening.

Water District Board member Steve Shel¬ 
don launches a nine-minute, incoherent 
rant attacking the Weekly’s coverage of 
his dad, the Traditional Values Coalition’s 
Reverend Lou Sheldon. (RSM) 

1 a.m.: Kandice Hawes of OCNorml 
posts on Facebook that both Measure CC 
and Measure BB are getting more than 
50 percent support among Santa Ana 
voters, but BB, backed by the city and 
put on the ballot to undermine CC, is 
beating CC.

S ome men are absorbed by combat and experi¬ 
ence a mystic rush from pushing the envelope 
as far as they can on the battlefield. William 
Forbes “Ike” Eisenbraun was one of them. He 
fought as a 20-year-old enlisted man in the Korean 
War, during which he was wounded and later earned 
a commission. He made the Army a career, volunteer¬ 
ing for the nascent Army Special Forces and earning 
the coveted Green Beret. 

Eisenbraun did a four-year combat tour in Vietnam, 
among the first waves of Americans drawn into that 
war. He was just 35 when he died in 1967; a plain 
bronze marker memorializing him sits next to his 
parents’ gravesites at Fairhaven Memorial Park in 


Santa Ana. The raised letters on the plaque, oxidized 
over the years by the elements, gives the basics of his 
life: a cross signifying he was Christian; his military 
rank; the word Vietnam; initials indicating he earned 
a Purple Heart. At the bottom is his birthdate and the 
date of his death, Sept. 8,1967. 

But Eisenbraun is not buried there. 

The nameplate honors a man who died in a Viet 
Cong (VC) prisoner-of-war camp but has been missing 
in Vietnam for 47 years. Task Force Omega, a private 
group that tracks the cases of U.S. servicemen missing in 
Vietnam, wrote that Eisenbraun “was considered by all 
who knew and served with him to be an incredible sol¬ 
dier, dedicated, professional and an outstanding leader.” 


The Pentagon officially lists him as having “died in 
captivity, remains not returned”; seven other service¬ 
men from Orange County have similar cases. Those 
cases will draw added scrutiny as the country com¬ 
memorates the 50th anniversary of the Vietnam War 
this year, and Veterans Day ceremonies this month 
are expected to focus on Vietnam veterans. 

Over the years, the U.S. military has done excava¬ 
tions in Vietnam in an effort to find his remains; in 
1998, his widow participated in a brief ceremony in 
Ike’s honor, raising the POW/MIA flag at the Tus- 
tin Post Office. But save that lonely cenotaph, no 
memorial exists commemorating Eisenbraun’s life— 
or his sacrifice.

L ittle is known about Eisenbraun’s 
personal life. Records show he was 
born in Los Angeles in 1931 but 
adopted by parents in Orange. He 
enlisted in the Army after graduating from 
Orange High School in 1948 and went off 
to fight in the Korean War, serving with 
the 17th Infantry Regiment (nicknamed 
“the Buffalos”) of the Seventh Infantry 
Division. Eisenbraun married Esther Ortiz 
in 1953. The two had a daughter, but his 
dedication to the Army was too much for 
Esther, who told the Orange County Reg¬ 
ister in a 1997 interview that the strain of 
being a combat soldier’s wife eventually 
led to an amicable divorce. 

A fluent Vietnamese speaker, Eisen¬ 
braun volunteered for Vietnam in 1961 
as a military adviser when the United 
States only had about 400 of them in that 
country. At the time, Americans were 
prohibited from engaging in combat, but 
the dismal performance of ARVN (Army 
of the Republic of Vietnam) troops often 
required them to engage the enemy, if 
only to avoid getting killed. 

He was signing up for a futile effort. 
Early on, there were ample warnings from 
Pentagon officials that military interven¬ 
tion in Vietnam would be a sticky endeavor, 
a quagmire waiting to happen. According 
to the Pentagon Papers, the once-classified 
Department of Defense study of America’s 
involvement in Vietnam between 1945 and 
1967, the Pentagon brass warned in 1954 
that from a “military point of view, the risk 
was not worth the gamble.” 

Authorities also questioned the South 
Vietnamese’s “inclination to make the indi¬ 
vidual and collective sacrifices required 
to resist communism.” President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower acknowledged that Ho Chi 
Minh would win about 80 percent of the 
vote in a national election. President John 
F. Kennedy also expressed skepticism 
about getting involved militarily. In 1961, he 
told an aide that if Vietnam “were ever con¬ 
verted into a white man’s war, we would 
lose it as the French had a decade earlier.” 
Nevertheless, America’s elected leaders 
brushed aside the military’s warnings and 
acted on political considerations, mainly 
the threat of encroaching communism. 

It was against this backdrop of pes¬ 
simism that Eisenbraun—and hundreds 
of other U.S. military advisers before and 
after him—went to Vietnam to train the 
South Vietnamese army three years before 
the conflict was officially labeled a war in 
1964. The ARVN force that Eisenbraun 
trained reflected the Saigon government it 
represented: corrupt, inept and without a 
broad base of support. 

“Corruption in the government and 
military was a big problem, and [among 
individual ARVN soldiers] there were deep 
frustrations, and morale was also a prob¬ 
lem,” said Robert Brigham, a Vassar College 
professor who interviewed ARVN veterans 


in Little Saigon for his book, ARVN: Life 
and Death in the South Vietnamese Army. 

Eisenbraun, who was assigned to 
MACV (Military Assistance Command 
Vietnam) Advisory Team 39, was captured 
while fighting with an ARVN unit in a bat¬ 
tle that ended as a catastrophic defeat for 
the South Vietnamese and helped compel 
President Lyndon B. Johnson to esca¬ 
late American involvement in Vietnam. 
Though Eisenbraun’s capture was not the 
reason for the escalation, the die was cast 
23 days after he was taken prisoner. 

The battle that sealed his fate actually 
began about six weeks earlier, on May 
26,1965, and was fought in two stages. 
Eisenbraun was with an ARVN infantry 
unit near Ba Gia, a government outpost 
in coastal Quang Ngai Province. For four 
days, the ARVN battled against the Viet 
Cong; on the first day of battle, a South 
Vietnamese battalion was wiped out in 
less than 20 minutes. Before the end of 
the fight, the ARVN would lose an entire 
regiment and two more battalions. 

The VC claimed it killed or wounded 
1,185 ARVN soldiers and captured 270 
more in the May battle and, after the war, 
erected a Ba Gia victory monument at the 
site that still stands. In The Rise St Fall of 
an American Army: U.S. Ground Forces in 
Vietnam, 1965-1973, author Shelby Stan¬ 
ton described South Vietnamese soldiers 
“tossing away weapons in dazed discour¬ 
agement” at Ba Gia as they broke and 
ran in panic. U.S. advisers were unable to 
rally them. The Pentagon Papers said that 
“ARVN senior commanders on the scene 
had displayed tactical stupidity and cow¬ 
ardice,” contributing to the defeat. 

The battle downgraded into a series of 
skirmishes after May 30. Eisenbraun was 
awarded a Bronze Star for valor during a

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fight on June 1; according to the citation 
issued with the decoration, ARVN troops 
were reluctant to cross a rice paddy to 
attack the VC, who were dug in along a 
tree line on the other side. In many cases, 
an American adviser was “depended on 
to provide cool-headed advice,” and “it 
fell upon his shoulders personally to rally 
units on the brink of panic,” said Stanton. 

Eisenbraun’s citation spoke to this: 
“Captain Eisenbraun, armed only with a 
.45 caliber pistol, ran to the front shouting, 
‘Mau len!’ (Let’s go!).” The South Viet¬ 
namese made three unsuccessful assaults 
and were forced to withdraw. The citation 
added that Eisenbraun covered the with¬ 
drawal “staying in position until he emp¬ 
tied the weapons of three wounded men.” 

Eisenbraun and other U.S. advisers 
accompanied the ARVN when it returned 
to Ba Gia a few weeks later. On July 5,1965, 
the VC attacked the outpost and routed the 
ARVN again. Eisenbraun was taken pris¬ 
oner during the fight; another adviser and 
an Army helicopter pilot were killed. After 
the VC attack waned, Marine helicopters 
swooped in to evacuate the remaining 
Americans and South Vietnamese. 

The humiliating defeat made headlines 
across the United States. “Ringed Ba Gia 
Hangs On; Toll High” blared the July 7, 
1965, front page of Pacific Stars and Stripes. 
A Marine told the Los Angeles Times, “We 
could see the dead and wounded lying 
in the open” battlefield. An Associated 
Press story said the South Vietnamese 
had suffered 200 killed and wounded and 
mentioned Eisenbraun’s capture without 
naming him: “In addition to the heavy 
Vietnamese casualties in the defending bat¬ 
talion, there was one U.S. adviser killed and 
another missing and presumed captured.” 

It was after this second battle at Ba 
Gia that American war planners decided 
to augment the number of U.S. ground 
troops to back the flailing ARVN. On July 
28,1965, President Johnson announced 
he was sending 175,000 troops to South 
Vietnam by the end of the year. In reality, 
U.S. troop strength grew from 23,300 in 
1964 to about 184,000 by December 1965, 
five months after Eisenbraun’s capture. 
Along with the troop surge, Johnson also 
ordered an increase in the number of men 
drafted into the armed forces. The Viet¬ 
nam quagmire had begun in earnest. 


O ne week after Eisenbraun’s 
capture, another Special 
Forces trooper became the 
first American prisoner to 
escape from a VC prison camp. Isaac 
Camacho, a Tejano also nicknamed Ike, 
had been taken prisoner in November 
1963 but escaped his captors by prying 
open a bar in his cage, then running into 
the jungle. He had previously served with 
Eisenbraun in Germany and Vietnam. 

“Ike was my squad leader when we were 


with the 11th Airborne Division in Ger¬ 
many,” said the now-77-year-old Camacho 
in an interview from his home in El Paso. 
(The Special Forces Association Chapter 
IX in the city is named in his honor.) “He 
was a good leader and disciplined NCO 
[non-commissioned officer]. He became 
an officer somewhere along the way. The 
last time I saw him was in a Special Forces 
safe house in Saigon in 1962 or 1963.” 

The Army Special Forces in Vietnam 
was a close-knit unit in the early 1960s, 
not as large as today’s sprawling crew. The 
closeness extended to families of the indi¬ 
vidual soldiers. Camacho’s mother was 
celebrating the news of her son’s escape 
to freedom when she received a letter 
from Betty Eisenbraun saying her son had 
become a prisoner of war. 

“It was a happy time for my mom, but 
then she received the letter from Ike’s 
mom,” recalls Camacho, who was on his sec¬ 
ond combat tour when he became a POW. 

Eisenbraun was held in a prison camp 
with other U.S. prisoners. Various POW 
memoirs and interviews published in the 
past 30 years attest to Eisenbraun’s lead¬ 
ership even in captivity. His knowledge of 
Vietnamese helped them resist their cap- 
tors. Using his Special Forces training, he 
taught his fellow prisoners which insects 
they could eat to augment their limited 
rations. To lighten the mood, Eisenbraun 
joked about writing a cookbook after the 
war, titling it 100 Ways to Cook a Rat. 

But captivity took a toll on him. The VC 
took his glasses, forcing him to squint at 
all times. Wracked by malnutrition and 
dysentery, Eisenbraun eventually relied 
on a cane to move around. And the Ameri¬ 
can government seemingly forgot him and 
his fellow soldiers. 

In June 1966, Radio Hanoi read a letter 
allegedly written by Eisenbraun express¬ 
ing opposition to the war. U.S. prisoners 
at times made anti-war statements and 
denounced their own government, often 
as a result of torture or duress or simply 
to let their families know they were alive. 
According to the communist broadcast, 
Eisenbraun urged Americans to write to 
their elected officials to bring an end to the 
war. “Do you realize the war would be over 
tomorrow if the U.S. and other foreign pow¬ 
ers left today?” the letter said. 

Eisenbraun’s story took a strange and 
disturbing twist a year later. Rudy Enders, 
who worked as a CIA field officer in Viet¬ 
nam, wrote in a 2010 manuscript titled 
With the CIA in Vietnam that a VC defec¬ 
tor gave the agency the location of the 
prison camp where Eisenbraun and other 
U.S. and South Vietnamese prisoners were 
being held in August 1967. 

The defector surrendered to U.S. offi¬ 
cials weeks or days before Eisenbraun’s 
reported death on Sept. 8,1967. “The 
defector could not provide the names 
of any American prisoners, but from his 
description, we concluded one was Spe¬ 
cial Forces Captain William Forbs [sic] 
Eisenbraun, captured in July 1965 when 
the Ba Gia SF [Special Forces] camp was 
overrun,” Enders wrote. 

“We immediately flew over the area 




































[described by the defector]/’ Enders con¬ 
tinued, and “his description of the terrain 
features, trails, etc. all checked out.” 

A rescue operation was quickly planned 
with III MAF (Marine Amphibious 
Force), but Enders claims it was struck 
down by Marine General Robert E. Cush¬ 
man Jr., who commanded III MAF from 
June to Decemeber 1967 and served as 
deputy director of the CIA from 1969 to 
1971. Enders wrote that Cushman feared 
the defector’s information “might be a VC 
provocation to upset the coming [South 
Vietnamese presidential] election.” 

Enders’ account of the rescue plan is in 
a manuscript posted on air-america.org, 
a website for veterans of the CIA-owned 
airline that operated throughout Vietnam, 
Laos and Thailand from the 1950s to the 
end of the Vietnam War. The manuscript 
details Enders’ experience as a CIA field 
officer in Vietnam. (An attempt to reach 
him through the website was unsuccess¬ 
ful, and the CIA declined to comment.) 


If the military refused to launch a res¬ 
cue of Eisenbraun and other U.S. POWs 
in 1967, as alleged by Enders, the CIA 
unwittingly made a clandestine attempt 
to get him released in a prisoner exchange 
in early 1968, after his death. According 
to declassified CIA records, the agency 
launched a secret operation, code name 
Buttercup, to exchange American POWs 
for VC prisoners. In January 1968, four 
months after Eisenbraun’s death, a 
Department of Defense official traveled to 
Saigon with government letters addressed 
to five U.S. POWs, including Eisenbraun. 

It appears the plan was to give the letters 
to VC operatives who would then deliver 
them to the American captives. The CIA 
document doesn’t mention the letters’ 
content or purpose nor whether they 
were ever given to the VC for delivery. 

Apparently, the CIA was unaware 
Eisenbraun had already died. “Eisenbraun 
and [Foreign Service Officer Douglas 
K.] Ramsey are confirmed prisoners_

Eisenbraun made an unsuccessful 
escape attempt in August 1967 with 
Edwin Russell Grissett Jr., a Marine from 
Texas who had been captured a year 
earlier. The VC punished the two, beat¬ 
ing Eisenbraun unmercifully. Based on 
accounts from other U.S. prisoners, Task 
Force Omega reported that Eisenbraun 
was beaten in part “as an example to the 
other POWs of what would happen to 
them should they be foolish enough to try 
to escape themselves.” While recovering 
from the beating, one fellow POW said 
Eisenbraun fell from his hammock onto a 
pile of logs, breaking his ribs and punctur¬ 
ing a lung. After complaining of severe 
pain for about a week, Grissett found him 
dead in his hammock at 1 a.m. 

“Unfortunately for the other prisoners, 
after Captain Eisenbraun died, no strong 
leadership surfaced within the remain¬ 
ing prisoners to take charge and bring a 
military-style chain of command,” said the 
Task Force Omega report. 

One of the eyewitnesses to Eisenbraun’s 
demise was Robert Garwood, a Marine 
who became a controversial figure accused 
of collaborating with the VC by other U.S. 
prisoners. He was given a dishonorable dis¬ 
charge after returning home in 1979, with a 
court-martial convicting him of “knowingly 
communicating and holding intercourse 
with the enemy.” Garwood claims he was 
friends with Eisenbraun and recounted 
their life in the POW camp in the 1983 book 
Conversations With the Enemy by Winston 
Groom and Duncan Spencer. He maintains 
he helped bury Eisenbraun and marked his 
grave with a rock inscribed with his name. 
(Garwood didn’t respond to a Weekly 
request for comment.) 


Families unaware letters being sent by this 
route,” read the CIA document. 

A month after sending the letters, the CIA 
followed up with a list of 10 American POWs 
it wanted to exchange for VC prisoners. The 
plan was to pass the list to Tran Bach Dang, 
a central committee member of the Viet 
Cong’s political wing, the National Libera¬ 
tion Front, and a key planner of the 1968 
Tet Offensive. Eisenbraun’s and Garwood’s 
names were on the list. Picking names for 
the prisoner exchange was a delicate matter, 
so the CIA decided to choose men who had 
been held captive two years or more. 

“The longer a man is held, the more 
likely he is to be seriously ill,” said the 
memo, which does not say if the list was 
ever given to the VC. 

Those words proved prophetic. The 
American government finally listed Eisen¬ 
braun as one of the Vietnam War’s casualties 
on Feb. 24,1968—five months after he had 
died. A Los Angeles Times brief described 
Eisenbraun as “having been killed in Viet¬ 
nam” and that his daughter lived in Glen¬ 
dale, but no other stories made the news¬ 
papers. He posthumously received a Silver 
Star, the citation praising Eisenbraun’s “gal¬ 
lantry and intrepidity in action in connection 
with military operations against an opposing 
armed force while a Prisoner of War.” 

T he Pentagon began actively 

investigating Eisenbraun’s case 
in 1989,22 years after his death, 
according to Major Jamie Dobson 
of the Joint POW/MIA Accounting Com¬ 
mand, the unit responsible for recovering 
the remains of American servicemen who 
died on foreign battlefields. In an email

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from the command’s Hawaii base, Dobson 
said the group has been unable to find 
Eisenbraun’s remains despite information 
provided by Garwood and others. Excava¬ 
tions in 1994,1995,1997,2004 and 2009 
have been unsuccessful, and the command 
is now investigating the possibility that 
Eisenbraun’s remains were moved. 

Despite the attention given to Vietnam 
POW/MIA issues during the 1970s and 
after, Eisenbraun’s story never quite made 
it into the mainstream. In 1993, a televi¬ 
sion movie called The Last P.O.W.?: The 
Bobby Garwood Story, featuring Martin 
Sheen as Eisenbraun, aired on ABC, but 
it was quickly dismissed as an alleged 
turncoat’s attempt to salvage his reputa¬ 
tion—in one scene, Sheen’s Eisenbraun 
tells Ralph Macchio’s Garwood, “Give in 
long enough for them to stop what they’re 
doing. I am ordering you to survive.” 

Even in Orange County, long a hotbed 
for veterans’ causes, little attention was 
given to Eisenbraun. In 1997, the Orange 
County chapter of the Vietnam Veterans 
of America (VVA) finally asked its par¬ 
ent organization’s POW/MIA committee 
to press the American and Vietnamese 
governments on Eisenbraun’s remains. 
“We’re going to request to go out to that 
cemetery and see for ourselves,” a WA 


spokesperson told the Orange County Reg¬ 
ister at the time. “Then we’ll start the ball 
rolling about getting these remains exca¬ 
vated and get the remains home.” 

Nothing came from those promises. 

The Army’s casualty office is respon¬ 


sible for keeping families of missing 
servicemen informed about develop¬ 
ments in their loved ones’ cases. Greg 
Gardner, chief of the casualty office’s 
past conflict repatriations branch at Fort 
Knox, Kentucky, said his staff is in contact 


with Eisenbraun’s family. But because of 
privacy laws and the open status of this 
particular case, he couldn’t discuss what 
information his office has passed on to 
the family. 

Dobson said his staff is as transparent 


as possible, giving graphic and detailed 
information, including pictures of the 
remains, to a family if they ask. “We’re 
very clear with the family of what hap¬ 
pened,” he said. “We try to provide every¬ 
thing the family wants, but there are some 


documents that are classified and have to 
be redacted.” 

Gardner’s staff doesn’t classify docu¬ 
ments, but it’s a testament to the secretive 
nature of the government that families are 
not allowed to know every detail of their 
loved ones’ cases 40 or more years after 
they went missing. 

The frequency of the casualty office’s 
contact with such families varies, 
Gardner said. Some demand frequent 
updates, while others are contacted on 
a monthly basis, even if there is nothing 
new to report. There are also families 
who only want to be contacted after 
remains have been identified. “Others 
request that we not contact them at all,” 
he said. 

“Sometimes, there just aren’t any 
answers, and there are times when fami¬ 
lies don’t like the answers we give them,” 
Gardner added. “We owe it to them to tell 
them those details.” 

The staff from the casualty office is 
ready for the day when it can send a uni¬ 
formed officer to knock on Eisenbraun’s 
family’s door and tell them he has finally 
come home.

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For the Love of Mole 


Thomas Ortega’s Amor y Tacos is another reason to say, ‘Yes, Cerritos!’

H ave you ever heard of “Mole 
Tots”? Yes, that’s “mole,” as in 
the legendary Mexican sauce 
made from more ingredients 
than you have fingers to count, plus tots, 
as in tater, the cafeteria staple you loved 
as a kid. Order it at Amor y Tacos in Cer¬ 
ritos, and you’re served a fruit basket’s 
worth of the cork-sized potato plugs, fried 
up crunchy and smothered in queso pan- 
ela, shredded red onions, cilantro, sour 
cream, and the mole sauce that chef/owner 
Thomas Ortega makes with 21 different 
chiles and spices—a concoction so com¬ 
plex you’d think it less Mexican and more 
Google algorithm. 

Ortega also uses the mole for a proper 
main entree with chicken legs braised in 
duck fat, but as refined as that dish may 
be, you want this gut-bomb. Heavy, rich 
and messy, one order is sufficient as an 
entire dinner for two. Scoop up a fork¬ 
ful, and the cheese stretches as though 
a deep-dish pizza. Consume it quickly, 
while it’s hot and gooey, and the crisp of 
the potatoes hasn’t been dampened by the 
mole and sour cream. It’s the kind of meal 
your heavy-drinking college roommate 
might make for himself to eat with beer— 
that is, if he were trained at California 
School of Culinary Arts in Pasadena, and 
then made a name for himself in Redondo 
Beach, where Ortega is the executive chef 
and partner at Ortega 120. 

Before all that, Ortega went to high 
school in Cerritos, a city we write about 
maybe once every three years but have 
secret hopes that OC will annex someday. 


I’ve not been to Ortega 120, but I don’t 
think I need to go. Ever since it opened a 
year ago, Amor y Tacos has always seemed 
as personal as a diary. Ortega offers a 
dish called Tacos de Mi Abuela, but also 
ahi poke tacos with wasabi crema he 
imported from the other restaurant. But 
what he does best here is show he knows 
Mexican cuisine and culture inside and 
out, yet he doesn’t take it too seriously. 
Ortega offers a bowl of chapulines, the 
Oaxacan snack of crickets, crisp as mini- 
soft shell crabs and bursting with chile 
and lime, as well as a burger stuffed with 
a chile relleno and a Dodger dog that’s 
described on the menu as a “Doyer Dog.” 

He even makes chilaquiles out of Dori- 
tos. ‘Yes, Doritos,” it says on the menu—a 
two-worded declaration that the Frito-Lay 
chip does, in fact, have a place in his Mexi¬ 
can restaurant. The dish designed to use 
last night’s chips is as substantial as lasagna, 
tasting only vaguely of nacho-cheese dust. 
He uses a few real leftover tortilla chips in 
it, too, topping it with a lacy fried egg with 
a still-wiggly yolk that bleeds all over. 

The chips aren’t the only junk-food 
ingredient he embraces. Ortega uses 
Mexican Coca-Cola to glaze slabs of slow- 
roasted pork belly. Since the pork can be 
somewhat tough at times, the dish turns 
out to be one of his weakest, but Ortega 
still plates it beautifully with a sweet potato 
puree, a fennel-arugula salad and roasted 
cherry tomatoes exploding with acidity— 
an alta cocina presentation I’d expect at 
Raya at the Ritz, but never for just $13.95. 

The enchiladas and burritos are even 


cheaper. But there’s a reasonably priced 
steak best taken as the Mar y Tierra (surf 
and turf); it’s an Angus skirt dry-aged 28 
days that melts when eaten, served under 
a mess of arugula, alongside grilled Mexi¬ 
can shrimp, grilled squash, and lubricated 
by a mojo de ajo. 

Right next to the entrance is a woman 
who turns balls of masa into tortillas, 
slapping the floppy disks onto a griddle 
until they puff up, tempting you to order 
at least a few tacos. The Tour de Taco 
is popular: The sampler of five includes 
short rib, tinga de polio, carne asada, 
moist carnitas, and rajas con queso that 
congeals more rapidly than the time it 
takes to eat it. The tortillas are, of course, 
good and pillowy, but the best taco I had 
was that night’s special, a crispy pork belly 
with watermelon and jicama stuffed into 
a mottled flour tortilla and topped with 
chicharron, cotija and salsa verde. 

Throughout the room, I saw gigantic 
head shots of Lucha Libre legends and a 
cartoon rendering of El Chapulin Colo¬ 
rado, the inspiration for The Simpsons’ 
own Bumblebee Man, plus a reminder to 
folks to try the crickets. In another corner 
is a framed portrait of the Dos Equis guy. 
Nevermind that he’s played by an Ameri¬ 
can actor—Amor y Tacos is still... the 
Most Interesting Restaurant in Cerritos.

O C's largest Thai enclave is in Anaheim; 

the county's sole Thai American politi¬ 
cian is La Palma City Councilman Henry 
Charoen. Despite these facts, I still say 
Huntington Beach is the Thai capital of 
Orange County—yes, Huntington. Restau¬ 
rants ring the city's neighborhoods, and 
residents obsess over the local joints like 
few other OCers, arguing the merits of Silk 
Thai and Phuket Thai, of Thai Pepper and 
Thai Gulf. This love seems strange to out¬ 
siders, given HB's lifelong love affair with 
Bro-Mex and drunken riots, but whatever: 
Those in the know are blessed to grow up 
in a town where pad Thai and satays are 
usually just a bike ride away. 

Surf City's best Thai restaurant is also 
one of its newest: Issara Thai Cuisine. 

Open for about two years, its nicely kept 
dining room buzzes at all hours, and the 
scent of curries emanates from all the 
tables. The menu has all of Huntington's 
Thai favorites—slippery pad see ew (here, 
charmingly spelled as "you") and fiery 
papaya salad—and classed-up others: a 
Crying Tiger features a delightful tamarind 
salsa, larb gets stuffed into a wrap (can't 
get too far away from burritos in HB), and 
a crispy rotisserie chicken glazed with 
lemongrass will make you forget about 
Zankou's. It even throws in more obscure 
dishes to prove its Thai mettle, such as the 
tod mun (the best fried fish patty you'll ever 
eat) and the hor mok (a fish tamale accom¬ 
panied by kaffir lime leaves). 

Ah, those kaffir limes. First off, you're 
not supposed to call the bumpy, profoundly 
fragrant, surprisingly oily citrus fruit by that 
name anymore, according to PC pendejos, 
instead, call them by their Thai name, mak- 
rut. More important, Issara uses the lime to 
magnificent heights: as a paste that goes 
in curries, as a sauce splashed on seafood 
platters, as a broth in the electric tom kha. 
I've yet to find a Thai restaurant in OCthat 
uses this difficult lime so much; every dish 
touched by the kaffir—er, makrut—zings. 
Only in Huntington can a restaurant pull 
this off—and if you needed any further 
proof this ain't your grandpa's Orange 
County, there it is.

f breakfast taco at 

■ ■ Sapphire?” I mumbled 

when I saw the break- 
fast options at Sapphire 
Laguna, the excellent farm-to-table 
restaurant of chef Azmin Ghahreman. 

The place has always cut the difference 
between tourist-friendly offerings and 
Ghahreman’s ambitions, and a breakfast 
taco—a trend slowly trickling into South¬ 
ern California from Texas—seemed out of 
place here. 

The dish came. “That’s not a breakfast 
taco,” I groaned. Indeed, if you look at it, 
it’s more like a huarache—two tortillas on 
which sit a bed of scrambled eggs, pico 
de gallo and cheese. It was so pretty! I 
was ready to dismiss it as Laguna pom¬ 


posity ... and then I bit into it. 

It’s what so many high-end restau¬ 
rateurs wish they could offer in OC: 
traditional Mexican food that’s actually 
good. Sapphire’s cuisine has always been 
delicate and nuanced, and that’s what 
this breakfast taco is about: the fluffiness 
of the eggs, the tartness of the salsa, the 
savory quesillo on the bottom. You have 
a choice of avocado, bacon or turkey chili 
for the protein portion; I went with the 
chili, and it was good enough for Terlin- 
gua. Was this a breakfast taco? Not even 
close. Was it delicious? Damn straight.

But usually 
overlooked among the Chimays and craft suds 
is a full bar, with a cocktail menu that shows 
promise. And while the current offerings rely 
a bit much on vodka, the Globe bartenders 
redeem themselves with the White Elephant, 
the best dessert booze I've had since polish¬ 
ing off my bottle of Buffalo Trace bourbon 
cream last month. 

THE DRINK 

Think of it as a classy White Russian, with 
Kahlua and iced espresso bringing the caf¬ 
feine, and Patron Citronage taking the place 
of vodka to lend some tang.

The Fault in His Stars 

Nolan’s Interstellar may be grand, but it doesn’t connect

T here’s so much space in Chris¬ 
topher Nolan’s nearly three- 
hour intergalactic extrava¬ 
ganza Interstellar that there’s 
almost no room for people. This is a 
gigantosaurus, set partly in outer space 
and partly in a futuristic dustbowl Amer¬ 
ica where humans are in danger of dying 
out, and Nolan—who co-wrote the script 
with his brother, Jonathan—has front- 
loaded it with big themes and even big¬ 
ger visuals. Interstellar is supposedly all 
about what it means to be human, but it’s 
supersized in case we really are so out of 
touch that we need to have everything 
blown up IMAX-big. “We used to look 
up at the sky and wonder at our place in 
the stars,” says Matthew McConaughey’s 
farmer/astronaut/dreamer in one of his 
many, many proclamations about life, 
family and the cosmos. “Now, we just 
look down and worry about our place in 
the dirt.” But even the dirt in Interstellar 
looks spectacularly art-directed. 

Nolan opens the movie with faux¬ 
documentary commentary from old 
folks settin’ a spell and reflecting on 
their youth in a dying, dust-choked 
world. One woman—recognizable as 
Ellen Burstyn—says that her father was a 
farmer, “like everybody else back then.” 
In the world of this woman’s childhood, 
there’s a surfeit of engineers and not 
enough people to grow food. Which 
means that men of science have been 
forced into the more menial (though not 
less important) job of coaxing life out of 
dry dirt. 

McConaughey’s Cooper is one of 


these guys, though he can never disavow 
his science-geek roots. One of his two 
kids (played by Timothee Chalamet as a 
youngster, but he’ll grow up to be Casey 
Affleck) isn’t doing well in school; he’ll 
be placed as a farmer, instead of being 
one of the lucky few to advance to engi¬ 
neering school. But Cooper’s daughter, 
12-year-old Murph (Mackenzie Foy, who 
will eventually morph into a petulant, 
one-note Jessica Chastain), soaks up her 
dad’s sciencey musings. 

Cooper will end up leaving Murph, as 
well as Earth: A seemingly random—but 
not really—chain of events leads him to 
a secret space station, where an old pro¬ 
fessor of his, Michael Caine’s Dr. Brand, 
is planning a mission. Though NASA was 
dismantled long ago—space travel for 
exploration’s sake was long ago deemed 
frivolous by the government—Dr. Brand 
and his team, chief among them his 
daughter, Amelia (Anne Hathaway), 
believe the only hope for mankind lies 
in the stars. Luckily, Brand has located 
a wormhole leading to another galaxy, 
which may contain at least one inhab¬ 
itable planet. And so Cooper, Amelia 
and two other crew members (played 
by Wes Bentley and David Gyasi) head 
into space in search of dust-free air and 
unspoiled water. 

Cooper and his colleagues encounter 
frozen worlds and watery ones, and the 
dangers they face are both existential 
and specific. The universe Nolan has 
invented for them, drawn from both 
science (the movie is partly inspired by 
the work of theoretical physicist Kip 


Thorne) and movie dreams (paging 
Stanley Kubrick), is vast, awe-inspiring 
and terrifying. In an early scene, the 
crew chatter and pick at one another 
inside the cabin, but thanks to crack- 
erjack cutting, camerawork and sound 
design, we can float on the outside, 
where it’s deafeningly quiet—the planes 
of the ship hang delicately in the breach 
of nothingness. This vessel is so gor¬ 
geously alone; for a moment, Nolan 
captures the idea of space as a source of 
both wonder and despair. 

But if Nolan is so godlike, you’d think 
he’d be better with actors. They don’t 
stand a shooting star’s chance in Inter¬ 
stellar. (Hans Zimmer’s droney, churchy 
organ score, the worst kind of Zimmer- 
musik, doesn’t help.) Hathaway’s big 
moment—her only moment, really—is 
a quavery speech about true love; she 
emotes like gangbusters as her eyes pool 
with Fantine-like tears. In the past few 
years, McConaughey has reinvented him¬ 
self into a marvel of spark and fire and 
subtlety. What he does here isn’t acting; 
it’s superacting. There’s no other way 
to stand up to the manmade-monument 
quality of this material. In what should 
be McConaughey’s most moving scene— 
he faces the reality that his children have 
aged by 23 years, while he’s only a few 
hours older—Nolan trains the camera on 
the actor’s face so we can take the mea¬ 
sure of his free-falling tears. We can see 
McConaughey working the strings. He’s 
like the Magic Mike version of male vul¬ 
nerability, turning it all on for show. 

Nolan does have a seemingly inex¬ 


haustible store of extravagant ideas. As in 
Inception, with that dream vision of Paris 
folding in on itself—a wonderful, inven¬ 
tive image that stands out against the 
rest of that movie’s bland trickery—he 
comes up with one extraordinary visual 
idea in Interstellar : Cooper finds himself 
in a corrugated passageway whose walls 
appear to be made of strands of light—or 
are they books on a shelf? The metaphor 
is lovely, a suggestion that books—all 
paper, glue, ink and string, so old-fash¬ 
ioned and so touchingly fragile—still hold 
incomparable power. Their rays reach 
out to us like sunbeams. 

In all of Nolan’s films, human connec¬ 
tion is such a noble idea that it’s beyond 
the grasp of flesh-and-blood people. 
Nothing in Interstellar is ever ragged or 
raw or dirty (though there is, admittedly, 
a lot of dust). Characters gabble on about 
taking risks, about needing one another, 
but they never leap toward anything so 
dangerous as intimacy. “Rage against the 
dying of the light!” Nolan urges us, and 
he himself burns through a great deal 
of electricity and gas to keep his spec¬ 
tacle glowing for as long as possible. He 
has so much invested in showing us. He 
just doesn’t want to get close enough to 
touch us. Space suits him just fine.

BIG HERO 6 Imagine if nerdy Clark 
Kent didn't have to remove his glasses 
and pocket protector to save the 
world. Then imagine him as fat and 
sweet as a marshmallow. Meet Big 
Hero ffs Baymax, Disney's new cud¬ 
dly champion: a waddling, inflatable 
health care companion who can sense 
your pulse, diagnose disease, and, if 
reprogrammed, kill. Our setting is San 
Fransokyo, a hybrid of California and 
Japan where everyone loves tech 
gadgets and sushi. (Whether the city 
is fictitious or simply the near future is 
up for debate.) Boy wonder Hiro (Ryan 
Potter), a 14-year-old orphan, joins 
his college-age older brother, Tadashi 
(Daniel Henney), in a state-of-the-art 
laboratory inventing marvels with other 
young geniuses: Go Go (Jamie Chung), 
a hellion with a magnetic bike; Wasabi, 
a geek who loves lasers; and Honey 
Lemon (Genesis Rodriguez), a girlie girl 
who knows her way around chemicals. 
To make engineers more awesome, the 
movie upgrades the gang into superhe¬ 
roes, which scrambles the message. An 
arsonist destroys Hiro's (admittedly not 
very long) life's work and accidentally 
offs Tadashi. Hiro asks his geek friends 
to set things right—and trains Baymax, 
his brother's kindly robot, with punches 
and kicks scanned from kung fu movies. 
Big Hero 6 veers from chipper to noisy 
to dark stretches where it grapples with 
adult-sized grief. Hiro isn't just a sweet 
moppet: He's full of rage and despair 
and ego. He needs Baymax to be his 
family, which means training him to fist- 
bump, and groaning when the robot runs 
out of battery and acts like a stumbling, 
slurring drunk—a moment that could 
have kids later suspiciously checking 
their own parents for a plug. (PG) Amy 
Nicholson.

ON ANY SUNDAY: THE NEXT 
CHAPTER The makers of sports 
documentary On Any Sunday: The Next 
Chapter, the latest entry in a series that 
began in 1971, cast their nets too wide 
when they try to establish the diverse 
nature of a motorcycle community. 
Arguing that motorcyclists aren't "just 
thrill-seekers," director Dana Brown 
and his co-writer, Scott Rousseau, hap¬ 
hazardly connect all things motorcycle- 
related, linking daredevil stunts to the 
proliferation of motorcycles in Vietnam 
with inane commentary like "In Vietnam, 
riding a bike is much more than a pas¬ 
sion or a lifestyle—it is life." The Next 
Chapter's diffuse scope undercuts 
talking-head subjects like Doug Henry, 
an award-winning motocross racer who 
broke his back while competing, but 
still loves and rides motorcycles. By 
quoting him in soundbite-friendly inter¬ 
view segments, Brown and Rousseau 
make Henry look weirdly defensive, like 
when he explains racers' passion for 
motorcycles as "a way to keep a smile 
on our face.... It just happens that the 
way we have fun is riding motorcycles." 
Scenes of competitive racing are simi¬ 
larly harried. If they were paced a little 
more thoughtfully and scored with less 
bombast, slow-motion footage of clay- 
colored dirt flying from cyclists' tire- 
treads might have been beautiful. But 
as they're presented, these sequences 
are ruined by manic cuts and tacky sta¬ 


dium rock song cues. If anything unites 
On Any Sunday: The Next Chapter's 
cyclists, it's Brown and Rousseau's 
inability to highlight their subjects' most 
singular qualities. (PG) Simon Abrams.

KILL THE MESSENGER It was a mys¬ 
tery that reporter Gary Webb would 
have jumped on: a man who'd made 
powerful enemies allegedly commit¬ 
ting suicide with two gunshots to the 
head. The tragedy is that Webb was the 
deceased. Michael Cuesta's earnest, 
ire-inducing Kill the Messenger is a 
David-and-Goliath story where truth 
is the slingshot. The giant is the CIA. 

In 1996, Webb published a thunderbolt 
piece in the San Jose Mercury News 
connecting the facts in a conspiracy 
that linked the government to the 
Nicaraguan Contras to the crack deal¬ 


ers of South Central Los Angeles. Yet 
in the two years between his piece 
hitting print and the government's mea 
culpa, Webb's career was trashed. No 
one threatens him or his family with 
violence. Instead, they destroy the man 
by destroying his credibility—and to 
an investigative journalist, the two are 
the same. Like Webb himself, Kill the 
Messenger s a little rumpled. The film 
doesn't elevate him into a hero. He's a 
hunter, and when his rivals scrutinize 
his past, he's made enough personal 
mistakes that he's easy to discredit. (So 
have we all.) In Webb's case, he has a 
temper, he had a mistress, and when 
he gets spooked by stalkers outside 
his house, we know enough about the 
news cycle to scream, "Put down that 
gun and look normal!" For media junk¬ 
ies, Kill the Messenger plays like s&m 
porn—it hurts so good. Yet, when the 
sting fades, so does the film. It doesn't 
entirely engage, in part because it's so 


determined to correct the story that it 
can't let us explore it ourselves. (R) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

NIGHTCRAWLER Jake Gyllenhaal, not 
a particularly bulky guy to begin with, 
dropped 20 pounds or so to play a Los 
Angeles misfit who finds his calling as 
a freelance crime videographer in Dan 
Gilroy's nervy thriller Nightcrawler. Even 
when Robert De Niro does it, weight 
change isn't acting—it's the antithesis 
of acting, merely a symbol of an actor's 
dedication and not the tensile, compli¬ 
cated act of commitment itself, which 
can unspool only in performance. But 
you could say that in reshaping his body 
and face, Gyllenhaal has achieved a 
kind of art direction of the self. His eyes, 
almost inhumanly enormous within that 
now-bony face, are as much a part of 
the look of Nightcrawler as its rapturous 
nocturnal Los Angeles streetscapes. As 
sociopathic self-starter Louis Bloom, 
Gyllenhaal has refashioned himself as a 


version of the Tony Perkins of Psycho, 
an Adam's apple with a sick, brilliant 
mind attached. Gyllenhaal is the pole- 
star of Nightcrawler— just as he's fix¬ 
ated on the grisly crimes and accidents 
of his city, we can't look away from 
him. That seems to be part of writer/ 
director Gilroy's design. He's infused 
Nightcrawler with a number of ideas, 
free-floating through the movie like fire¬ 
flies: Gilroy takes on the news media's 
lust for increasingly prurient stories 
and graphic news footage, and the way 
crimes against white people take pre¬ 
cedence over anything that happens to 
a person of color. But on the strength of 
Gyllenhaal's performance, Nightcrawler 
works best as a character study. It's 
chilling, but also wickedly funny and 
strange, like a good, dark Brian De 
Palma joke—in short, it's everything the 
stolid and humorless Gone Girl should 
have been. (R) Stephanie Zacharek.

A Healthy Dose of 
Fanboy Devotion 

There’s nothing nightmarish about Rothick Art Haus’ 
tribute to quirky film director Tim Burton

W ith his Robert Smith hair, 
dark sunglasses to take 
the edge off the insomniac 
circles under his eyes, and 
permanent mortuary-attendant pallor and 5 
o’clock shadow, film director Tim Burton’s 
look is as memorable as his films. The per¬ 
fect definition of auteur, all of his films—from 
Pee-wee’s Big Adventure to the upcoming 
Big Eyes—are entirely distinguishable as his: 
There’s the mildly damaged outsider (even 
Roald Dahl’s Willy Wonka comes off as an 
autistic savant); an eye for the off-kilter, 
kitschy details of the “real” world; an obses¬ 
sion with chiaroscuro cinematography; and 
a devotion to things campy/macabre. 

His style is so iconic, in fact, that even the 
films he produced—The Nightmare Before 
Christmas and James and the Giant Peach, 
both actually directed by Henry Selick—are 
claimed as his. Google “Tim Burton fan 
art,” and there are pages of impressive work 
posted online, so it seems intuitive on the 
part of Ryan Batcheller and Sam Carter, the 
duo behind POPzilla, that an entire exhibi¬ 
tion of work from local artists focused on the 
director’s films, actors and Burton himself 
would be a slam-dunk. And it is. 

As I walked in the door to preview “The 
Burton Show” before the crowds arrived 
at the tiny Rothick Art Haus, people were 
scurrying about, hanging last-minute arriv¬ 
als, erecting the sales booth, and clearing 
the floor of detritus before someone tripped; 
despite the frenzy, I felt completely at home 
in the Burton cosmos POPzilla created. 

Tracie Cotta walks away with the show 
with four brilliant mixed-media dioramas: 

A red bow tie, white dress shirt and gray 
suit enclosed in glass in I Know You Are But 
What Am I?; Catwoman stretching in her 
menstrual-red apartment, the blue-black 
granite of the outside building appropriately 
sepulchral; I’m Not Finished, with Edward’s 
scissor blades surrounded by pieces of clock¬ 
work and a tiny banner; and, most affecting, 



a disembodied hand catching snowflakes in 
the sublime Sometimes You Can Still Catch 
Me Dancing In It 

A close runner-up is co-founder Carter’s 
digital silhouettes of Burton heroes on a 
white background, each containing an 
Easter egg image from the film (e.g., a pic¬ 
ture of the Alamo in Pee-wee’s profile); his 
ink-on-paper drawing Pee Wee Scissorhands 
features clipped topiary dinosaurs, and the 
comic Betelgeuse merry-go-round includes 
various Burton characters along for the ride. 
Genevieve Tsai’s affectionate pet-themed 
foursome of ink and watercolor on paper are 
perfection, including Betelgeuse on a leash, 
hiking a leg up at a sand worm; and there’s 
Dan Almanzar’s cartoon likenesses of Bur¬ 
ton’s former fiancee, actress Lisa Marie (in 
her sunglass-wearing Vampira guise and as 
the blond-beehived Martian Girl in Mars 
Attacks!), as well as Jeff Chang’s sexier ver¬ 
sion of the bisected magician’s assistant in 



the waiting room of Beetlejuice. 

A fondness for Disney informs Brandon 
Starr’s 3D, lenticular print Captain Jack, with 
Skellington drinking wine as a cast member 
of the Pirates of the Caribbean ride, an eye- 
patched Sally in the painting over his shoul¬ 
der; Janna Bock’s delicious Wonderland, 
done in the style of vintage Disneyland post¬ 
ers; Ashleymarie Lively’s acrylic Haunted 
Mansion-esque, red-dressed Lydia sitting on 
a gravestone, titled Stretching Portrait: Bride 
on a Grave; and Melissa Fairweather’s Lydia 
on a tightrope in Red Red Bride. I enjoyed 
Batcheller’s delightfully nightmarish digital 
canvas Large Marge Sent Me; Dave Pryor’s 
trio of pink, gray and puke-green acrylic 
Batman, Catwoman and Penguin paintings 
(with the finest titles in the entire history of 
the art form that I won’t ruin here); as well 
as the swirling beauty of Emily, the mold on 
Betelgeuse’s cheeks, and ice flying into the 
air as Edward sculpts in Tom Hodges’ series 



of pencil, marker and acrylic drawings on 
toned gray paper. 

So, in the sue-happy corporate world of 
copyright infringement, are curators Batch¬ 
eller and Carter standing on the shoulders 
of giants, hustling a buck off the work of 
someone more famous than they are? Or are 
they just encouraging modern-day Manets 
and Rembrandts, who riffed on predeces¬ 
sors they admired, such as Titian? While 
few of the artists on display hit those artistic 
heights, after an enlightening, half-hour 
discussion with the two men, I’m siding with 
their excited, unofficial tribute to Burton and 
assigning their enthusiasm not to unfettered 
capitalism—a joke on this level anyway—but 
to a healthy dose of respect, mixed with fan- 
boy devotion. 

Not that I don’t have more than a few 
complaints: The overabundance of Jack 
and Sally from Nightmare borders on the 
uninspired, the less obviously Burton-esque 
films such as Big Fish or Planet of the Apes 
get short shrift, and I wished there had 
been less direct representation and more 
experimentation—along the lines of Ray 
Brown’s memorable mash-up sculptures of 
Jack, Pee-wee and Batman or Kasey Tara- 
ruj’s custom-made mini munnys—but it’s 
important to consider that fan art means the 
artist involved is invested in the work (and 
the artist) being honored. Because Burton’s 
fanboy love for Frankenstein, Famous Mon¬ 
sters of Filmland magazine and actor Vincent 
Price informed Frankenweenie, Edward Scis¬ 
sorhands and any number of other films, I 
can’t imagine he wouldn’t be flattered by all 
these fine artists showing the love.

We Can’t All Be Real Friends 


But you can catch the getting-big-quick band in OC this weekend

R eal Friends are blowing up. 

“I don’t really like to use 
that term,” says Kyle Fasel, 
the band’s bassist and lyricist. 
“I mean, we’ve definitely grown a lot as 
a band.” 

Despite the cliche, that’s what Real 
Friends are doing, though. The pop/ 
punk/emo band—one of the last few 
stalwarts carrying the Jimmy Eat World 
banner—are driving through Kansas, 
headed west to Anaheim’s Chain Reac¬ 
tion, where they’re playing two sold-out 
nights. Then they’ll criss-cross the coun¬ 
try to play sold-out dates in New York, 
Florida and Boston before heading back 
to the Midwest. 

But the real measure of future suc¬ 
cess is their deal with Fearless Records, 
an OC label known for developing tal¬ 
ent that majors eventually fight over. 
“Fearless reached out to us; they were 
down with us being the band that we’ve 
always been and letting us control a 
lot of the creative aspects,” Fasel says. 
“They wanted Real Friends and to keep 
us exactly who we are, so that’s why we 
decided to go with them.” 


Real Friends have so far released a 
bunch of EPs, and their full-length debut, 
Maybe This Place Is The Same and We’re 
Just Changing, has earned accolades from 
critics and fans. Billboard, Fuse and Alter¬ 
native Press have all placed the band on 
countless ones-to-watch lists. 

When Real Friends formed in 2010, 
Fasel and his bandmates—Dan Lambton 
(vocals), Dave Knox (guitar), Eric Haines 
(guitar) and Brian Blake (drums)—were 
all in their early 20s. “We all knew one 
another from playing in other local 
bands,” Fasel says. “We just grew up 
within the same music scene.” Of course, 
back then, all they wanted to do was play 
music. “If people cared, then that was 
cool, but we didn’t really have expecta¬ 
tions when we started,” he says. “It just 
grew and grew into what it is today.” 

Still, growing up in the Chicago suburb 
Tinley Park, under the shadow of the 
giant pop/punk bands of the mid-2000s— 
ones that really blew up, such as MySpace 
darlings Fall Out Boy and the Academy 
Is—might have something to do with 
their success. “It was crazy to see some 
of these bands from our hometown get so 


popular from within the same area we’re 
from,” he recalls, “so it did give us a bit of 
a drive and somehow make us feel like, 
‘Hey, maybe we could do that.’” 

In the past year, it seems Real Friends’ 
goal of reaching as many people as they 
can with their music is on track. It’s a 
concerted effort by the band, as well as 
their label, management team and book¬ 
ing agent; the results are both “cool and 
overwhelming,” Fasel says. 

It’s cool, Fasel says, because their fans 
are so committed. “That’s the reason we 
do what we do. The kids who come to 
shows and support us are everything.” 

That’s why Fasel connects directly 
with his fans via social media. A few 
years ago, he dealt with depression 
and insomnia after a bad breakup. As a 
result, many Real Friends songs include 
the phrases “sleepy eyes” and “bony 
knees.” There were so many questions 
about this non-coincidence that Fasel 
posted a missive explaining himself. Was 
that strange? “[On the Internet], you can 
deal with a lot of people who are being 
negative because everyone is so used 
to stating their opinion on every single 


thing,” he says. “In a way, it’s annoying, 
but that’s what kids know these days. 
Ever since they were old enough to make 
an educated opinion, they were able to 
tell all their friends on their friend lists 
and Twitter. 

“We retired that theme from our lyr¬ 
ics,” Fasel adds. “But it’s in a lot of mate¬ 
rial from our older songs, and I wrote that 
to tell people what certain aspects of the 
songs were about.” 

Dealing with fans, getting famous, 
touring the country, getting older—those 
all sound like the themes from their 
debut. “That’s one thing interesting about 
getting older,” Fasel says, laughing. “I 
don’t really let it get to me like I used 
to. But you experience more things, and 
you fall into who you really are and who 
you’re going to be the remainder of your 
life. That’s happening to me personally, so 
it’s a good thing.”

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Hang on 
While You Can 

Lagwagon nail the delicate art of aging gracefully 


E ver wondered what kind of mala¬ 
dies might befall residents of an 
old folks’ home for punk musi¬ 
cians? All you have to do is crank 
up Lagwagon’s “Falling Apart,” on which 
the long-running Santa Barbara band fast- 
forward time and imagine what they will 
look like when they are decrepit and utterly 
dilapidated. There are all manner of ail¬ 
ments: baldness, osteoporosis, glaucoma, 
blown-out knees, liver failure, dementia, 
muscular atrophy, dental decay, etc. 

At the particularly mournful-sounding 
bridge, vocalist Joey Cape’s distinctive, 
kinda-nasal voice wades through despon¬ 
dence: “I’ll never be Ozzy/Onstage when 
I’m 50/I’m gonna look like Elvis/By the 
time I’m 40/We’re already bogus/We’re 
already fading/We’ll never be the Roll¬ 
ing Stones/I’m staying home.” There 
Lagwagon are, infirm and irrelevant. It’s a 
pointedly tragicomic riff on youth disap¬ 
pearing; Cape himself sees the tune as more 
funny than sad. 

The song was conceived when Cape 
and company were in the studio, trying 
to find words to fit the music of “Falling 
Apart”—his silly Christmas-oriented- 
lyrics dud—when someone made light of 
the band members dealing with physi¬ 
cal issues and took them on a comically 
downbeat spiral. “But if [the song is] true, 
I’ve got a couple of years. I think I said in 
the song that I wouldn’t be onstage when 
I’m 50,” Cape says with a laugh. “I’m not 
quite there yet.” 

Still, that number is coming up quick. 
“Falling Apart” appeared on 2003’s Blaze, 
and Cape, 47, is still with the five-piece, 
who continue to tour pretty often. That 
said, a future such as “Falling Apart” is 
a funhouse-mirror version of what Lag¬ 
wagon would look like. The group have 
been around for more than two decades, 
but members have never really seemed to 
age—at least if you take their records into 
account. They have long made punk that 
shines for its vulnerability, sincerity, pro¬ 
fundity and wryness, with healthy doses of 
self-awareness and self-deprecation. Even 
with the occasional tune about a subject 
as dumb as beer goggles, Lagwagon have 
always rode a steady, stable path of punk 
musicianship, never drastically chang¬ 
ing their sound, renouncing any ideas or 
embracing any other. Nothing is ever very 
dramatic. That’s why if any punk group— 
especially one connected to skate-punk— 
are the spitting image of what it’s like to age 
handsomely, they’re it. 

Their eighth studio record, the new

Hang, is their first full-length in nine 
years. When it comes to Lagwagon’s 
understated, stealthy, precise sound, not 
a ton has changed, which is a good thing. 

If anything, their instrumentation has 
grown just slightly more metallic and rough 
around the edges—likely a byproduct of 
Cape writing more complex music with the 
band after, as he said in a 2012 Dying Scene 
interview, recently figuring out “that I’m in 
a band with a bunch of guys who are over- 
qualified for the songs I write.” (Told you 
he was self-deprecating.) 

For the vocalist, writing the more- 
sociopolitical-than-usual Hang came from 
a somewhat parental perspective. “I just 
looked at it as, ‘Okay, I’m going to write 
observations of my world that I see that 
my daughter has to grow up in,”’ he says. 
But even what he jokingly calls his “bit¬ 
ter old man record” really isn’t that bitter, 
especially from a punk lyricist. “The Cog 
in the Machine,” for example, takes shots 
at deceitful politicians and power brokers 
and includes the lines “The common must 
unite/We’ll force the giant’s hand/Cripple 
its demand/David and Goliath.” Even 
in his vitriol, Cape speaks with a level¬ 
headed voice. 

As for whether they’ll eventually be 
around to hit the ages associated with the 
afflictions depicted in “Falling Apart,” yeah, 
that’ll probably happen. But if they’re care¬ 
ful, their future sure won’t resemble what’s 
depicted in the song. “As long as I enjoy [the 
band]—as long as any of us enjoy it—you 
still have to realize how lucky you are to do 
something you care about so much and to 
be making a go at it,” Cape says. “There’s 
really no good reason to stop.”

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Royals 

C ommon Kings are poised for a major breakout. 

They just came off a tour with Justin Timber- 
lake—13 dates across Australia and New Zea¬ 
land—and for their debut LP, Hits and Mrs. (due 
mid-January), they're in the studio with a team of 
A-list producers that includes Timberlake s long¬ 
time co-songwriter/producer Rob Knox, Grammy 
winner Supa Dups (Eminem, Drake, Bruno Mars) 
and Brian Kennedy (Ciara, Rhianna). 

"We're praying on it, bro," says lead singer 
Sasualei "JR King" Maliga, a Samoa-born crooner 
gifted with a honey-tone three-octave range, a 
vocal styling that would probably make the final 
rounds of NBC's The Voice. "We're in the mouths 
of some big-time people, and I think it's just a mat¬ 
ter of time before we get a big break." 

Though he has spent most of his life in Orange 
County, Maliga traces his ancestry back to Poly¬ 
nesian royalty on both sides—Samoan on his 
father's side, Hawaiian on his mother's; in fact, all 
four members of the band have ruling-class blood¬ 
lines. Guitarist Taumata Grey (Samoa), bassist Ivan 
Kirimaua (Fiji/Kiribati) and drummer Jerome Taito 
(Tonga) moved to Orange County in their boy¬ 
hoods—Irvine, Garden Grove and Costa Mesa, 
respectively. The four met at a 2002 barbecue at 
Kirimaua's beachfront home in Newport Beach, 
each of them having common acquaintances in 
OC's tight-knit Pacific Islander community. 

"Most Polynesian people, somebody knows 
howto play the guitar, and most people know how 
to sing," Maliga says. Live music is an intrinsic 
part of any Islander get-together, and forming 
the group was a natural extension of hanging out 
together. They decided to get serious and make 
music their career around 2012, using the name 
Common Kings as a tribute to their heritage and 
their laid-back everyday-dude demeanor. 

Their first move was to deliberately "go 
viral"—a plan that might seem ridiculously obvi¬ 
ous, if unattainable, at first blush, but they are built 
for a YouTube-and-Facebook breakthrough given

their connections in the Islander community in the 
U.S. and South Pacific. They focused on writing 
singles—R&B songs infused with just enough 
Island lilt—and producing videos for each tune. 
Soon, their singles hit the Hawaiian airwaves, 
and based on that recognition, they were soon 
able to tour eight and nine months of the year. 
"There's been a massive amount of love since 
then," Maliga says. "Island people really support 
one another." 

Common Kings' sound has found them a place 
all their own in the Island-music scene. "People 
who are in mainstream pop don't consider us 
pop, and people in Island music don't consider us 
Island reggae," Maliga says. "So we're kind of 
right in the middle. We've caught the attention of 
the mainstream market, though." 

Maliga is hesitant to name-drop the people he's 
working with. For him, it's all in perspective. "Our 
people, we know football, we know sports, have a 
little bit of education, but we aren't taught to go out 
and seek a better opportunity," he says. "We're 
taught respect, loyalty and love—those are the 
three things we build our life on." 

The notions of success are just starting to sink 
in for Maliga. "This all has really encouraged a lot 
of our people—the ones out there working and 
touring," he says. "It has really inspired them, and 
that's enough for me right there."
